ed, cut, carved and mangled, by the de- 
mocrats until there was fcarcely one of its 
original features left.

EXPERIMENT II. 


Ix April 1787, I fowed three a- 
cres of potatoe ground, (alight loam) with 
barley and clover ; juft as the barley was 
above ground, fome Gypfum was tlrewed 
diagonally acrofs the field, about eight feet 
wide ; little or no difference could be ob- 
ferved inthe barley : but in the month of 
September following there was a ftriking 
difference in the clover, in favor of the 
manure, which would have affarded a good 
crop of hay, whilft the remainder of the 
field was but indifferent. 1 have fre- 
quently put Gypfum upon grain, without 
obferving any immediate difference in the 
appearance of the crop.

FROM THE LIVERPOOL CHRONICLE, 
of Auguft 24. 


{We have been favoured, through the courtesy of a 
Gentleman inthis town, with the followiug ex- 
tract of a letter from the late General HAMIL Town, 
dated New-York, 1799, to a Relation ot his here 
who had requested to know some particulars of 
his life. We have no doubt but that it will be 


perused at the present moment with lively intes- 
est. | 


** I came tothis country ataboutthe age 
of 16, and having always had a {trong pro- 
penfity to literary purfuits, by a courfe of 
ffeady and laborious exertions, I was able 
at the age of 19 to qualify myfelf for the 
Degree of Batchelor of Arts, in the Col- 
Jege of New-York, and to lay a foundation 
by preparatory ftudy for the future profef. 
fion of the law. The American Revolu- 
tion fupervened. My principles led me to 
take partinit. At agI entered into the 
American army as Captain of Artillery, 
and fhortly ater [ became by his invitation 
aid-de-camp to General Weathingtor. ; in 
which fkation I ferved till the commence. 
ment oliuat Campaign, which ended with 








the fiege-of York Town, Virginia, and | 


the capture of Lord Cornwallis’s army. 
This campaign 1 made at the head of a 
corps of light infantry, with which I was 
prefent atthe fiege of York, and engaged 
in fome interefting operations. At the 
period of the peace with Great Britain, 1 
found myfelt a Member of Congrefs by 
appointment of the Legiflature of this ftate. 
After the peace I fettlec in the city of New- 
York, in the praétice of the law, and was 
in a very lucrative courfe of pra€tice, 
when the derangement of our public at- 
tairs, by the teeblenefs of the general con- 
federation drew me again selu@lantly into 
public life. I became a Member of the 
Convention which framed the prefent Con- 
flitution ofthe United States, and having 
taken part in this meafure, I conceived 
myfelt to be under an obligation to lend 
my aid towards putting the machinein mo- 
tion. HenceI did not hefitate to accept 
the offer of Prefident Wafhington, to un- 
dertake the oflice of Secretary of the Trea- 
fury. In that office I met with many in- 
trinfic difficulties, and many artificial ones 
proceeding from paffions not very worthy 
but common to Human Nature, and which 
a& with peculiar force in Republics—The 
obje&t, however, was effeétual of eftablith- 
ing public credit and introducing order in- 
to the finances. 

‘* Public office in this country has few 
attraétions, ‘The pecuniary emolument is 
fo inconfiderable as to amount to a facrifice 
to any man who can employ his time with 
advantage in any liberal profeffion. The 
opportunity of doing good, from the jeal- 
oufy ot power and the fpirit of fa€tion, is 
too {mall in any flation to warrant a long 
continuance of private facrifices. Theen- 
terprifes of party had fo far fucceeded, as 
materially to weaken the neceffary influ- 
ence and energy oithe Executive Author- 
ity, and fo far diminifhed the power of do- 
ing good in that department, as greatly to 
take away the motives which a virtuous 
mai might have for meking {uch facrifices. 
The profpeét was even bad, tor gratifying 
in future the love of fame, if that paffion 
wasto be the {pring of a€tion, The un- 
ion of thefe motives, with the refle€tions of 
prudence, in relation to a growing family, 
determined me as foon as my plan had at- 
tamed acertain maturity to withdraw from 
‘fice. Thisl did in the year 1795, by 
refignation, when I refumed the prot: {lion 
of the law, (as counfellor) in New-York, 
under every advantage I could defire. Ih 
is a pleafing refle&ion to me, that fincethe 
commencement. of my conneétion with 
General Wafhington to the prefent time, 
I have pollc fed.a flattering fhare of his con- 
fidence and friendthip. Inthe year 1780, 
I married the fecond daughter of General 
Schuyler, a gentleman of one of the beft 
iamilies of this country, of large fortune 
and of no lefs pexfonal and public confe. 
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quence. [tis impoflible to be happier 
than I am in a wile, and | haveeight child. 
ren, the eldeft a fon, fomewhat paffed 17, 
who all promife well as lar as their years 
permit, and promife me much fatista€tion, 
—Though I have been too much in public 
lite to be wealthy, my fituation is extreme. 
ly comfortable, and leaves ne nothing to 
with but a continuance of health. With 
this blefling, the profits ot my profeflion, 
and other profpeéis, authorife an expe€ta. 
tion of fuch addition to my refources as 
will render the eve of life eafy and ayreea.

TO a people, tellow citizens, who fin. 
cerely defire the happinefs and profperity 
of other nations ; toth fe who jufily cal. 
culate that their own well being ts advanced 
by that of the nations with witch they have 
intercourfe, it will be a fatisfzélion to ob- 
fervethat the war, which was lighted up 
in Kuropea little before our laft meeting, 
has not yet extended its flames to-other na- 
tions, nor been marked bv the calamities 
which formetimes fain the footfeps of war, 
The irregularities too on the ocean, which 
generally harrafs the commerce of neutral 
nations, have, in diftant: parts difturbed 
ours lefsthan on former occafions. But, 
in the American feas they have been great- 
er from peculiar caufes ; amd even with. 
in our harbours and jurifdiétion, infringes 
ments on the authority of the laws have 
been committed which heve called tor fee 
rious attention. The friendiy conduét of 
the governments trom whcfe officers and 
fubjeéts thefe aéts have proceeded, in oth- 
er refpeéts, andin places more under their 


obfervation and controul, gives us conf. 


dence that our reprefentations on this fub- 


je& will have been properly regarded. 


While noticing the iregularities come 
mitted on the ocean by others thofe on our 
own part fhould not ‘be omitted, nor leit 
unprovided for. Complaints have been 
received that perfons refiding within ihe 
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United States, have taken on themfelves ta 
arm merchant vel{cls, and.to force a com. 
merce into cerizin ports and countries, in 
defiance of the laws of thofe countries. 
That individuels fhoa!ld undertake to wage 
private war, independenily of the authori- 
ty of their country, cannot be permitted 
ina well ordered fociety. Its tendency to 
produce aggref{lion on the laws and rights 
of other nations, and to endanger the 
peace of ovr-own, is {a obvious, that I 
doubt not you will adopt meafures for ref- 
training it effeétually in future. 

Soon atter the paflage of the a& of the 
Jatt fefion, authorifing the eftablifhment 
of a diftri€t and port of entry on the wa- 
ters of the Mobile, we learnt that its obje& 
was mifunderftood onthe part of Spain. 
Candid’ex planations were immediately giv- 
en, and affucance, that, referving our 
claims in that quarter as a fubjsét of dif 
cuffion and arrangement with Spain, no 
aft was meditated inthe mean time incon 
fitent with the peace and friendthip exift 
ing between the two nations : and that con 
formably to thefe intentions woulda be the 
execution of thelaw. That government 
had however thought proper to fufpend th 
ratification ct the convention of 1802 
But the explanations which would reach 
them foon after, and ftill more the confir- 
mation of them by the tenor of the inftru- 
ment eftablifhing the port and diftriét, 
may reafonably be expeéted to replace 
them in the difpofitions and views of the 
whole fubje&t which originally di€tated 
the convention. 

I have the fatisfa€tion to inform you 
that the obje&lions which had been urged 
by that government againft the validity of 
our title of the country of Louifiana have 
been withdrawn ; its exa&t limits howev- 
er remaining ftill to be fettled between us. 
And to this is to be added that having pre- 
pared and delivered the ftock created in ex- 
ecution of the convention of Paris of April 
goth, 1803, in confideration of the cef- 
fion of that country, we have received 
from the government of France an ac- 
knowledgment in due form of the fulfil- 
ment of that ftipulation. 

With the nations of Europe in genera! 
our friend{hip and intercourfe are undil- 
turbed : and trom the governments of the 
belligerent powers efpecially, we continuc 
to receive thofe friendly manifeftations 
which are juflly due to an honeft neutrali 
tv, and to fuch good offices confiftent with 
that, as we have opportunities of renderirig. 

The a€tivity and fuccefs of the {mall 
force employed in the Mediterranean in 
the early part of the prefent year, the re- 
inforcement fent into that fea, and the en- 
ergy of the officers having command in the 
feveral veffels, will, Ltruft, by the fuf- 
Aerings of war, reduce the barbarians of 
Vripoli tothe defire of peace on proper 











| 


terms. Great injury however enfues to 
ourfelves as well as to others interefled, 
from the diftance to which prizes muft be 
brougit for adjudication, and trom the im- 


pra€licability of bringing hither ‘fuch as. 


are not fea worthy. 

The Bey of Tunis having made requi- 
fitions unauthorifed by our treaty, their 
rejcétion has produced from him fome ex- 
preflions of difcontent. But tothofe who 
expect usto calculate whether a compli- 
ance with unjuft demands will not coft us 
lefs than a war we mult leave as a queftion 
of calculation for them alfo, whether to 
retire from. unjuft demands will not coft 
them lefs than a war. We can do to each 
other very fenfible injuries by war. But 
the mutual advantages of peace make that 
the beft intereft of both. 

Peace and intercourfe with other powers 
on the fame coaft continue on the tooting 
on which they are eftablifhed by treaty. 

In purfuance of the a€t providing for 
the temoorary government o! Louifiana, the 
neceffary officers tor the territory of Or- 
leans were appointed in due timeto com- 
mence the exercife of their funétions on 
ihe aft day of Oftober.—The diftance how- 
ever of fome of them, and indifpenfible 
previous arrangements, may have retarded 
its Commencement in fome of its parts. 
The form of government thus provided 
having been confidered but as temporary, 
and opento fuch future improvements as 
turther information of the circumftances 
of our brethren there might fuggeft, it will 
of courfe be fubje&t to your confideration. 

In the diftriét of Louifiana it has been 
thought beft to adopt the divifioninto fub 
ordinate diftri€éts which had been eftablith 
ed under its former government. Thef 
being five in number, a conunanding of- 
ficer has been appointed to each according 
tothe provifions of the law, and fo foon 
as they can be at their ftations that diftriét 
will alfo bein its due ftate of organization. 
In the meantime their places are fupplied 
by the officers before commanding there, 
and the fun@tions of the governor aud 
judges of Indiana having commenced, the 
government, we prefume, is proceeding 
inits new form. The lead mines in that 
diftri€t offer fo rich afupply of that metal 
as to meritattention, The report now 
communicated will inform you of their 
ftate, and of the neceflity of immediate en- 
quiry into their occupation and titles. 

With the Indian tribes eftablifhed with- 
in our newly acquired limits, I have deem- 
ed it neceffary to open conferences, for 
the purpoie of eflablifhing a good under- 
ftanding and neighborly relations between 
us. So far as we have yet learned, we 
have reafon to believe that their difpofi- 
tions are generally favorable and triend- 


ly. And, with thefe difpofitions on. 


their part, we have »: our own hands 








means which cannot fail us, for preferv- 
; ingtheir peace and friendthip. 


By pur- 
fuing an uniform courfe of juftice to- 
wards them, by aiding them in ali the im- 
provements which may better their condi- 
tion, and efpecially by eflablifhing a com- 
merce on terms which fhall be advantage- 
oustothem, and only not lofingtous, and 
fo regulated as that no incendiaries, of our 
own, orany other nation, may be permit- 
ted to diflurb the natural effeéis of our jut 
and friendly offices, we may render our- 
felves fo neceffary to their. comfort and 
profperity, that che proteétion of our cit- 
izens from their diforderly members will 
become their intereft and their voluntary 
care. Inftead, therefore, of an augmen. 
tation of military force proportioned to our 
extention of frontier, I propcfe a moder- 
ate enlargement of the capital employed 
in that commerce asa more effeQual, eco- 
nomical and humane inftrumeut for pre- 
vt peace and good neighborhood with 
them. 

On this fide the Miffiflippi an impor. 
tant relinquifhment of native tile has 
been received from the Delawares. That 
tribe defiring to extinguifh in their people 
the {pirit of hunting, and to convert fue 
peifluous lands into the means of improv- 
ing what they retain, has ceded tous all 
the country between the Wabafh and O- 
hio, fouth of, and including the road from 


the Rapids towards Vincennes; for which 


they are to receive annuities in animals, 
and implements for agriculture, and in 
other neceflaries. This acquifition is im- 
portant not only for its extent and fertility, 
but as, fronting three hundred miles on 
the Ohio, and near halt that on the Wabath, 
the produce of the fettled country defcend. 
ing thofe rivers will no longer pafs in res 
view of the Indian frontier, but ina {mall 
portion ; and with the ceflion heretofore 
made by che Kafkefkias, nearly confoli- 
dates our poffeflions north of the Ohio, in 
a very refpeftable breadth from Lake E~ 
rie tothe Mififfippi. The Piankefhaws 
having fome claim -tothe country ceded 
by the Delawares, it has been thought beft 
to quiet that by fair purchafe alfo. So foon 
as the treaties on thisfubjeét fhall have re- 
ceived their conftitutional fanélions, they 
fhall be laid before both houfes. 


The a& of Congrefs of February 28, 
1803, for building and employing a num- 
ber of gunboats, 1s now in a courfe of ex. 
ecution1o the extent there provided for. 
The obftacie to naval enterprize which 
ve ffels of this conftruétion offer for our fea. 
port towns, their utility towards fupport- 
ing within our waters the authority of the 
laws, the promptnefS'wih which they will 
be manned by the fearnen and militia of 
the place in the moment they are wanting, 
the facility of their affembling from differ. 
ent parts of the coaft to any point where 
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they are req: ired in greater force than’ or- 
d nary, the economy-of their maintenance, 
and prefervation from decay when not in 
aétual fervice, the competence of our finan- 
ces to this defenfive provifion without any 
new burthen, are corfiderations which 
will have due weight with Congrels in de- 
ciding on the expediency of adding totheir 
number from year to year, as experience 
fhall tefl their utility, until all our impor- 
tant harbours, by thefe and auxiliary means 
fhall be fecured againft infult and oppofi- 
tion to the laws. 

No circumftance has arifen fince your 
Jaft feffion which calls for any augmenta- 
tion of our regular military force. Should 
any improvement occar in the military fyf- 
tem, that will be always feafonable. 

Accounts of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the laft year, with eftimates for 
the enfuing one, will, as ufual, be laid 
before you. 

The ftate of our finances continues to 
fulfil ourexpe@lations. Eleven millions 
and an half of dollars, received in the 
courfe of the year, ending on the goth of 
September laft, have enabled us, after 
meéting all the ordinary expences of the 

year, to pay upwards of three millions fix 

urdred thoufand dollars of the public 
debt, exclufive of intereft. This pay- 
ment, with thofe of the two preceding 
years, has extinguifhed upwards otf twelve 
millions of principal, and a greater fum of 
intereft, within that period ; and by a pro- 
portionate diminution of intereft renders 
alweady fenfible the cffeét of the growing 
fum yearly applicable to the difcharge ot 
the principal. 

It is alfo afcertained that the revenue ac- 
crued during the laft year exceeds that o} 


the preceding ; and the probable receipts |; 


ot the enfuing year, may fately be relied 
on as {ufficient, with the fum already in 
the Treafury, to meet al! the current de- 
mands of the year, to difcharge upwards 
of three millions and an half of the engage- 
ments incurred under the Britifh and 
French conventions, and to advance in 
the further redemption of the funded debt 
as rapidly as had been contemplated. 
Thefe, tellow citizens, are the princi- 
pal matters ‘Which I have thought it necef- 
fary at this time to communicate for your 
confideration and attention. Some others 
will be laid before you in the courfe of the 
feffion. But inthe difcharge of the great 
duties confided to you by our country, 
you will take a broader view of the field 
of legiflation. . Whether the great interefts 
of agriculture, manufaétures, commerce 
or navigation, can, within the paleof your 
conflitutional powers, be aided in any of 
their relatiuns ? Whether laws are provid- 
ed inall cafes where they are wanting ? 
Whether thofe provided are exaétly what 
they fhould be ? Whether any abufes take 


place in their adminiftration or in that of ! 
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| polt-oflices and poft-roads. 
afked information of the fpeaker refpeét- 








the public revenues ? Whether the or- 
ganization of the public agents, or of the 
public force is perteét in all its parts ? In 
fine, whether any thing can be done to 
advance the gencral good ? are queftions 
within the limits of your funétions which 
will receffarily occupy your attention. In 
thefe andall other matters, which you in 
your wifdom may propofe for the good of 
our country, you may count with affar- 
ance on my hearty co-operation and faith- 
ful execution.
